Judge: Give Iraqi detainees hearings

Ina move that affects hundreds of Iraqi de- 
tainees nationwide, a federal judge in Detroit 
issued an order Tuesday evening saying the 
immigrants deserve bond hearings and should 
not be locked up indefinitely while the legal 
process continues. 


“Our legal tradition rejects warehousing hu- 
man beings while their legal rights are being 
determined, without an opportunity to per- 
suade a judge that the norm of monitored free- 
dom should be followed,” U.S. District Judge 
Mark Goldsmith wrote in his 46-page order, 
stressing the right to a bond hearing is a funda- 
mental principle in the nation’s justice system. 

“This principle is familiar to all in the con-

text of the criminal law, where even a heinous 
criminal — whether a citizen or not — enjoys 
the right to seek pretrial release,” Goldsmith 
wrote. 

Goldsmith said the court will establish a 
process of individual bond hearings for all the 
detainees.

In the tony, lakeside town of Grosse 
Pointe Shores — home to 1,300 mansions 
and large homes but not a single gas sta- 
tion, party store or bar — developers have 
long salivated over the last big, available 
plot of land. 

It’s 8 acres, all that’s left of an 80-acre 
lakeside estate called Deeplands, where a 
stately mansion built in 1911 was demol- 
ished soon after World War II, according 
to the Grosse Pointe Historical Society.

Investigation linked to Fiore 
scandal with other agencies

LANSING - The Michigan State Police is 
conducting an internal investigation into its 
metro Detroit towing contracts, a spokes- 
woman said Tuesday. 

The internal affairs investigation at the 
MSP is linked to the widening scandal involv- 
ing metro Detroit towing magnate Gasper 

Fiore and allegedly corrupt 

towing contracts with the De- 

J troit Police and other public 
A agencies. 

MSP spokeswoman Lori 
Dougovito confirmed the exis- 
tence of an internal affairs in- 
vestigation after a briefly un- 
sealed federal court filing re- 
vealed possible inappropriate 
relationships between Fiore and at least one 
member of the MSP. 

“There is an open internal investigation,” 
Dougovito told the Free Press. It was opened 
in October and is ongoing, and “we cannot 
provide additional information,” she said. 

Fiore, 57, of Grosse Pointe Shores, awaits a 
May sentencing on a bribery conspiracy 
charge after recently pleading guilty to brib- 
ing a Macomb County official in a wider cor- 
ruption case as part of a deal with federal 
prosecutors. He faces up to five years in pris- 
on. 

On Tuesday, former Detroit Deputy Police 
Chief Celia Washington pleaded guilty to 
bribery, admitting that in 2015 she took an en- 
velope of cash from Fiore, who was looking 
for help securing towing contracts.
